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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  & 
DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area. 
Frequent  rains  kept  the  danger  to  a  minimum  and 
there  were  few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's 
job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State 
laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A 
synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

FIRE  PERMIT 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or 
near  woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning, 
even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash 
as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted 
by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00 
p.m. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  any- 
time under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the 
District  Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own 
property  with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  an- 
other's property  with  written  permission  of  the  land- 
owner and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Ward- 
en can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Per- 
mits for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National 
Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at 
the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in 
public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have 
been  built  for  this  purpose. 
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PENALTIES 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum 
of  $200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or 
recklessly  that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the 
maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprison- 
ment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or 
cooking  fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties 
as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near 
woodland  maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good 
habit.  Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  school  health  program  was  carried  out  on  all 
pupils  of  Franconia,  Easton  and  Sugar  Hill  combined 
districts.  Complete  physical  examinations  were  done 
on  all  pupils,  kindergarten  through  grade  six,  whose 
parents  requested  them.  These  were  done  by  Dr. 
Parker,  the  school  physician.  A  complete  urinalysis 
and  a  blood  hemoglobin  were  done  on  all  children 
having  a  physical.  Notices  of  any  defects  found  were 
sent  home  to  the  child's  parents. 

Heights,  weights,  audio  and  visual  testing  was  done 
on  all  pupils  in  all  grades.  Notices  were  sent  home  to 
the  parents  concerning  any  questionable  difficulties. 
As  a  result,  many  children  needing  glasses  were  fitted 
through  their  family  optometrist. 

Registration  day  was  held  the  first  week  in  June 
for  children  entering  kindergarten.  The  children  were 
weighed  and  measured  by  the  school  nurse  and  medi- 
cal histories  were  taken  at  this  time. 

During  the  school  year,  through  the  assistance  of 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  immunization  clinics 
were  held.  Booster  shots  were  administered  by  Dr. 
Parker  and  T.  B.  Tine  tests  were  done  on  all  first 
graders,  with  parents  consent. 

There  are  many  services  available  to  the  schools  in 
our  area.  I  will  be  glad  to  give  any  assistance  concern- 
ing these  facilities  to  those  who  have  questions. 

The  assistance  and  cooperation  of  all  persons  con- 
nected with  the  school  is  greatly  appreciated.

SUBJECT:    Annual  Principal's  Report 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  princi- 
pal of  the  Combined  Districts  of  Easton,  Franconia, 
and  Sugar  Hill. 

The  elementary  schools  for  the  Combined  Districts 
opened  September  4,  1969.  Kindergarten  and  grades 
one  and  two  were  located  at  Sugar  Hill  at  the  Caroli- 
na Crapo  Memorial  School,  and  grades  three  through 
six  were  located  at  Franconia  at  the  Franconia  Ele- 
mentary School.  The  total  enrollment  was  106,  three 
less  than  last  year.  However,  since  September  4,  1969, 
three  more  children  have  enrolled,  making  the  pres- 
ent enrollment  the  same  as  last  year,  109.  There  are 
45  pupils  at  the  Sugar  Hill  School  and  64  at  the 
Franconia  School. 

Grades  kindergarten  through  two  are  self-contained 
classrooms  with  one  teacher  per  grade.  There  are  19 
youngsters  in  kindergarten,  17  in  first  grade,  and  9 
in  second  grade.  Grades  three  through  six  are  con- 
tained in  four  classrooms  and  one  all-purpose  room. 
A  departmental-nongraded  approach  is  practiced. 
Children  are  assigned  to  four  homerooms  that  con- 
tain from  14  to  19  pupils  per  room.  Students  move 
from  one  room  to  another  for  instruction  in  the  sev- 
eral different  subjects. 

The  instructional  staff  is  composed  of  10  teachers, 
including  two  music  teachers,  one  physical  education 
instructor,  and  the  principal.  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Inger- 
son  guides  kindergarten  in  readiness  for  first  grade. 
Mrs.  Lucile  Finn  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Ward  provide  ex- 
periences in  all  the  subjects  for  grades  one  and  two 
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respectively.  Mrs.  Pauline  Cole  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Howe 
are  primarily  responsible  for  the  language  arts  and 
social  studies  for  grades  three  through  six.  Mrs. 
Barbara  Gage  and  Mrs.  Linda  Grundmann  are  pri- 
marily responsible  for  the  math  and  the  science  for 
grades  three  through  six.  Mr.  Donald  White  gives  in- 
struction in  reading;  Mrs.  Marion  Callender  v^orks 
with  the  children  each  Wednesday,  providing  a  variety 
of  musical  experiences  and  guiding  the  yearly  music 
program ;  Mr.  Bruce  Bean  makes  possible  the  in- 
strumental music  instruction  for  any  youngster  of 
fifth  or  six  grade  age ;  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  Lewis  in- 
structs grades  one  through  six  in  physical  education 
(Mrs.  Barbara  Enderson  substituted  for  Mrs.  Lewis 
during  November  and  December). 

The  school  sponsored  ski  program  is  currently  in 
operation.  The  first  day  of  instruction  was  scheduled 
for  December  12,  1969,  but  weather  conditions  caused 
a  postponement  to  January  9,  1970.  The  program  is 
expected  to  carry  on  through  the  month  of  March. 
Instruction  is  to  be  provided  each  Friday  for  all  in- 
terested children  who  attend  either  the  Franconia  or 
the  Sugar  Hill  School. 

Pupil  progress  is  being  reported  two  times  a  year 
for  kindergarten  and  four  times  for  all  other  grades. 
Reporting  for  kindergarten  takes  the  form  of  parent- 
teacher  conferences  and  letters  to  parents.  Reports 
for  all  other  pupils  have  a  combination  of  teacher 
comments  and  a  level-of-performance  check  list  for 
each  subject. 

Vital  services  other  than  those  of  an  instructional 
nature  that  are  carried  on  in  the  schools  are  care  of 
pupil  health,  supervised  by  Nurse  Louise  Clark;  cus- 
todial services,  provided  by  Mr.  Richard  Sullivan  at 
Franconia  and  Mr.  Virgil  Coffin  at  Sugar  Hill ;  sec- 
retarial  services,   provided  by   Mrs.   Beryle  Tavino; 
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and  the  hot  lunch  program,  directed  by  Mrs.  Merline 
Martin  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Loretta  Brown  (92%  of 
our  pupils  are  presently  taking  hot  lunches). 

It  appears  that  the  combined  districts  approach 
and  the  nongradedness  at  Franconia  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  meeting  our  needs.  However,  the  staff  at 
Franconia  is  presently  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of 
the  movement  from  class  to  class  which  is  involved 
in  the  departmentalization  of  third  and  fourth  grade 
levels.  The  recommendation  may  be  for  a  nongraded 
approach  in  a  self-contained  classroom,  similar  to 
the  approach  used  at  the  training  school  at  Plymouth 
State  College. 

I  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  for  consider- 
ation and  assistance  rendered  by  parents  and  friends 
of  the  school,  children,  school  board,  the  superin- 
tendent and  his  staff,  the  faculty,  and  all  those  who 
make  the  school  and  its  operation  possible.

It  is  the  result  of  his  efforts  that  State,  Feder- 
al, and  foundation  assistance  has  been  forthcoming 
to  aid  financially  in  the  development  of  new  pro- 
grams. The  addition  of  a  service  such  as  "Pupil  Per- 
sonnel Services"  is  one  more  giant  step  forward  in 
offering  a  better  and  more  complete  concept  of  edu- 
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cation  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  35;  for  each  and 
every  child  is  our  concern.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE   FOR 
THE  TOWN   OF  FRANCONIA,   N.   H. 

Preamble:  This  Zoning  Ordinance  by  the  apphcation  of  provisions  of  State 
statutes  seeks  to  protect  existing  property  owners  against  a  new  use  nearby 
which  may  not  only  be  incompatible  or  undesirable  but  also  be  damaging 
by  lowering  the  desireability  or  value  of  such  existing  owners'  present 
property.  This  Ordinance  shall  have  no  effect  upon  the  continuance  of  any 
land  use  existing  at  the  time  of  passage,  even  though  such  use  is  not  in 
conformance  with  the  land  use  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance.  All  residents 
may  continue  present  uses. 

ARTICLE  I,  PURPOSE:  The  regulations  as  herein  set  forth  are  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  and  the  general  welfare  of  the 
community  under  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated. 

ARTICLE  II,  EFFECTIVE  DATE  AND  AMENDMENT:  This  Ordinance 
shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  March  10,  1970  and  may  thereafter  be 
amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any  legal  town  meeting  in  accordance  with 
New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

ARTICLE  III,  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS:  All  buildings  and  all  land  shall 
hereafter  be  used,  laid  out,  constructed  or  altered,  only  in  conformity 
with  the  Permitted  Uses  and  Density  Requirements  for  the  District  in 
which  it  is  located. 

Section  1,  Permitted  Uses:  The  following  land  uses  are  hereby  per- 
mitted for  each  district  as  indicated,  but  upon  appeal  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  has  the  right  of  interpretation  of  the  use  definition  for  the 
purposes  of  compliance. 

Residential  A  District:  Any  lot  may  be  used  for  a  one  or  two 
family  residence  structure,  general  farming,  timber  removal,  owner 
occupied  tourists  home  or  home  occupations  including  professional 
offices. 

Residential  B  District:  Any  lot  may  be  used  for  any  use  permitted 
in  Residential  A  District,  and  also  for  school,  institution,  duly  ap- 
proved trailer  parks,  apartments,  hotels  and  motels  with  accessory 
facilities  including  restaurants,  recreation,  tennis,  golf,  skiing  uses. 
Business  District:  Any  lot  may  be  used  for  any  use  permitted  in 
Residential  B  District,  and  also  for  retail  stores,  offices,  wholesale 
and  light  industrial,  garage  and  filling  station  or  other  business  use 
whose  operation  and  appearance  is  compatible  and  not  offensive  or 
injurious  or  a  nuisance  to  its  neighborhood. 
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Section  2,  Density  Requirements:  Any  lot  hereafter  subdivided  for 
separate  sale,  use,  ownership,  development  or  resale,  shall  have  no  less 
than  the  prescribed  street  frontage  for  the  district  in  which  it  is 
located,  and  all  structures  or  sewage  systems  thereon  shall  be  located 
at  least  50  feet  from  the  street  center  line  and  20  feet  from  any  lot 
line.  The  variable  density  requirements  as  shown  on  the  attached 
schedule  are  applicable  to  all  uses  in  each  specific  district,  except  that 
one  dwelling  unit  shall  be  permitted  on  any  sub-divided  lot  recorded 
prior  to  March  10,  1970.

ARTICLE  IV,  ADMINISTRATION:    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 

Selectmen  (1)  to  generally  administer  this  Ordinance;  (2)  to  require  a 
Permit  to  Build  prior  to  erection  of  any  structure  having  more  than  200 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  area;  and  (3)  upon  well  founded  information  of  any  violation 
hereof  to  initiate  immediate  steps  for  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance  by 
issuing  due  notice  to  stop  and  desist  such  violation  or  to  be  subject  to  fine, 
upon  conviction,  of  ten  dollars  per  day  of  violation. 

ARTICLE  V,  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT:  There  shall  be  a  five  man 
Board  of  Adjustment,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  by  State 
statute,  who  may  upon  application  (1)  review  and  decide  on  alleged  error 
in  administrative  finding,  or  (2)  grant  a  variance  to  provide  relief  from 
hardship,  provided  that  the  proposed  land  use  is  in  conformance  and  does 
not  constitute  a  nuisance  or  hazard  to  the  neighborhood. 

ARTICLE  VI,  Saving  Clause:  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  Or- 
dinance shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

ARTICLE  VII,  GENERAL  PROVISIONS: 

Section  1,  Zoning  Map:  There  shall  be  a  zoning  map  originally  dated 
March,  1970,  that  is  available  and  on  display,  which  clearly  sets  forth 
the  exact  location  of  the  boundaries  of  the  authorized  Zoning  Districts. 
Section  2,  Non-conforming  Uses:  Any  land  use  to  the  extent  existing  at 
the  time  of  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  but  not  conforming  thereto,  shall 
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have  the  privilege  of  continuing  in  such  use  indefinitely  or  of  recon- 
tinuing  in  such  use  within  two  years  of  any  discontinuance. 

ARTICLE  VIII,  ADDITIONAL  PROVISION: 

Section  1,  Removal  or  Dumping:  No  land  area  shall  be  used  for  soil 
removal  or  general  dumping  or  junk  dispwDsal  or  storage  without  first 
securing  a  one-year  Permit  for  such  operation,  providing  for  a  Per- 
formance Bond  or  pledge  that  within  not  more  than  one  year  the  land 
so  used  shall  be  restored  to  a  natural  surface  condition,  graded  and 
seeded. 

Section  2,  Parking:  All  construction  shall  be  served  by  off-street  park- 
ing facilities  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  two  spaces  per  dwelling  unit, 
one  space  per  hotel  or  motel  room,  and  one  space  per  four  hundred 
square  feet  of  all  non-residential,  business,  commercial  or  industrial 
floor  area,  cumulatively  in  the  case  of  mixed  uses. 
Section  3,  Sanitary  Sewage:  No  sanitary  sewage  shall  be  permitted 
to  run  free  above  ground  or  to  be  discharged  in  a  way  to  be  obnoxious 
or  detrimental  to  the  health  of  others.  All  new  construction  shall  be 
served  by  a  disposal  system  constructed  according  to  qualified  en- 
gineering recommendations  approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  m  accord- 
ance with  the  standards  set  and  enforced  by  the  New  Hampshire  De- 
partment of  Health  and  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollu- 
tion Control  Commission. 

Section  4,  Nuisance:  Any  use  of  property  that  unreasonably  detracts 
from  the  health,  safety,  peace  and  enjoyment  of  the  neighborhood  and 
community,  so  as  to  constitute  a  public  nuisance  is  hereby  prohibited. 
Section  5,  Dwelling  Size:  All  new  permanent  dwelhng  units  of  any 
kind,  whether  single  detached  or  multiple  attached  shall  provide  at  least 
600  square  feet  of  total  floor  area  per  dwelling  unit  plus  120  additional 
square  feet  for  each  bedroom  more  than  one,  but  not  including  screened 
porches,  breezeways,  garages,  or  unfinished  basement  areas. 
Section  6,  Fire  Ruins  or  Vacant  Dilapidation:  No  owner  shall  permit 
the  continuance  of  fire  or  other  ruins  or  vacant  structures  in  dilapidated 
condition  for  more  than  one  year  but  shall  repair,  remove  or  destroy 
the  structure  and  regrade  the  site  to  ground  level  so  as  not  to  con- 
stitute a  pubhc  hazard. 

Section  7,  Signs:  A  single  free-standing  sign,  not  exceeding  30  square 
feet  in  size,  shall  be  permitted  on  the  premises  where  a  service  or 
product  is  available.  Signs  shall  be  restricted  to  a  height  of  12  feet 
above  grade.  A  hmited  number  of  State-approved  directional  signs  may 
be  located  off  premises  at  highway  intersections.  Only  continuous  in- 
direct white  light  shall  be  permitted  for  illumination  and  this  shall  be 
so  placed  that  it  will  not  constitute  a  highway  hazard. 
Section  8,  Special  Housing:  Any  trailer,  mobUe  home,  tent  trailer,  tent, 
camp,  cabin,  or  other  special  structure  or  device  designed  or  used  for 
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than  conventionally  constructed  housing,  shall  hereafter  be  referred 
transient,  short  term  or  long  term  overnight  housing  purposes,  other 
to  as  a  Special  Housing  unit  and  may  be  located  and  used  only  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(1)  A  Special  Housing  unit  may  be  used  only  in  a  duly  approved 
Trailer  Park  located  in  a  Residential  B  District  and  shall  serve  only 
one  family  per  unit.  The  land  area  or  lot  on  which  any  Special 
Housing  unit  is  located  shall  be  identified  as  a  Trailer  Park  which 
shall  be  so  laid  out  and  used  as  to  meet  all  of  the  minimum  loca- 
tional,  lot  area,  sanitation,  density  and  other  requirements  for  apart- 
ment or  multi-residential  use,  except  that  any  Special  Housing  unit 
for  temporary  or  intermittent  use  may  have  no  less  than  120  square 
feet  of  total  floor  area,  or  a  unit  for  regular  use  and  occupancy 
may  have  no  less  than  300  square  feet  of  total  floor  area.  Each 
special  unit  and  its  appurtenances  shall  be  located  no  closer  than 
30  feet  from  any  other  unit  and  located  on  a  unit  space  that  is 
no  closer  than  80  feet  from  any  lot  line.  Each  unit  space  shall  con- 
tain no  less  than  5,000  square  feet  of  land  area,  having  no  less  than 
50  feet  of  frontage  on  a  40  foot  wide  paved  or  treated  private  road- 
way, such  space  to  be  served  by  not  less  than  a  4"  diameter  under- 
ground sewage  collection  system,  not  less  than  a  1"  underground 
water  distribution  system,  and  not  less  than  a  30  ampere  110  volt 
individual  fused  and  switched  electric  service. 

(2)  Any  lot  or  land  area  to  be  used  or  developed  for  a  Trailer  Park 
shall  be  considered  a  subdivision  of  land  to  the  extent  that  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  layout,  the  access,  the  private  roadway, 
the  unit  spaces,  the  utilities  to  serve  the  unit  spaces,  the  sanitation, 
the  landscaping  and  the  common  facilities  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  for  approval  by  each  body  be- 
fore the  issuance  by  the  Selectmen  of  either  the  initial  or  biannually 
renewable  License  to  operate,  in  order  to  protect  the  health,  safety, 
and  public  interest  of  the  neighborhood  and  of  the  persons  who 
may  occupy  the  Trailer  Park. 

(3)  Any  Trailer  Park  shall  at  all  times  meet  no  less  than  the  mini- 
mum requirements  of  the  Sanitary  Laws  and  Regulations  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  as  required  for  the  type  of  special  unit 
being  served.  There  shall  be  provision  for  one  on-site  parking  space 
on  each  unit  space.  No  washing  machine,  refrigerator,  equipment, 
machinery  or  other  such  device  shall  be  stored,  used,  or  main- 
tained outside  the  special  unit  and  any  outside  stacked  material  or 
fuel  oil  storage  tank  shall  be  suitably  screened  from  the  street, 
roadway,  and  adjoining  unit  space  or  lot.  The  operator  of  a  Trailer 
Park  shall  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  suitable  facility  and 
system  for  the  periodic  collection,  storage,  and  off-site  disposal  of 
all  refuse  and  rubbish  from  each  unit  space,  and  the  Trailer  Park 
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as  a  whole  shall  be  suitably  landscaped  and  maintained  so  as  to  be 
a  benefit  to  its  neighborhood  and  the  community. 

Section  9,  Land  Subdivision:  To  insure  that  any  proposed  new  land 
sub-division  will  result  in  desirable,  safe,  and  sanitary  lot  layouts  com- 
patible to  adjoining  land,  and  that  streets,  utilities,  drainage  and  public 
utilities  shall  meet  Town  requirements,  and  in  order  to  protect  the 
future  residents  of  said  subdivision,  no  land  may  be  subdivided  or  de- 
veloped for  separate  use  and  ownership  without  each  lot  having  the 
prescribed  street  frontage  for  that  zone  along  an  existing  and  accepted 
publically  owned  street  or  way.  In  the  event  an  owner  of  land  desires 
to  subdivide  and  develop,  or  sell  for  development,  certain  interior  land 
without  such  street  frontage,  the  owner  or  developer  shall  first  either 
(1)  construct  and  dedicate  to  the  Town  a  new  street,  according  to 
Town  approved  specifications  and  layout,  or  (2)  dedicate  the  street  or 
way  land  area  to  the  Town,  and  authorize  the  Town  to  itself  construct 
or  contract  for  the  construction  of  such  street  according  to  Town  ap- 
proved specifications  and  layout,  and  prepay  to  the  Town  all  costs  to 
construct  such  street  and  utilities.  The  general  lot  size  and  density  of 
development  shall  conform  to  existing  Zoning  Ordinance  requirements, 
and  shall  allow  adequate  provision  for  current  or  future  Town  water, 
storm  drainage  and  sanitary  sewage  disposal  and  any  other  public 
utilities.  The  specifications  for  construction  of  streets  and  utilities  shall 
provide  for  a  size  and  quality  to  require  minimum  subsequent  Town 
maintenance  expense  and  be  of  appropriate  size,  specification  and 
measurement  to  service  the  area  as  then  proposed  and  as  likely  to 
develop  in  the  reasonable  future. 

Section  10,  Exceptions:  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the  authori- 
ty to  grant  an  Exception  to  allow  a  Residential  B  use  in  a  Residential 
A  District,  or  a  Business  use  in  a  Residential  B  District  providing: 

(1)  The  maximum  building  site  coverage  of  such  excepted  use  is  at 
one-half  of  the  percentage  permitted  for  such  use  in  its  own  Dis- 
trict, and  the  minimum  lot  size  is  double  the  minimum  permitted 
for  such  use  in  its  own  District. 

(2)  All  structures  are  set  back  not  less  than  100  feet  from  the 
street  center  line  and  200  feet  from  all  property  lines,  and 

(3)  The  introduction  of  such  use  shall  not  constitute  a  nuisance  or 
be  generally  inappropriate  for  the  neighborhood  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  be  located. 

Section  11,  Timber  Processing:  Timber  removal  permitted  in  Resi- 
dential A  may  be  expanded  to  "timber  processing"  by  application  for 
Exception  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  who  may  permit  such  processing 
to  an  extent  and  under  such  conditions  as  are  deemed  appropriate  to 
the  neighborhood,  and  as  may  be  subject  to  successive  one  year  permits 
issued  by  the  Selectmen. 
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Section  12,  Town  House  or  Condominium:  In  the  event  a  single  structure 
contains  more  than  one  dwelling  unit  and  ownership  interests  are  to  be 
subdivided  as  in  a  town  house  structure  or  a  condominium: 

(1)  The  construction  shall  include  a  12"  wide  vertical  masonry  waU 
between  each  vertically  divided  ownership  from  the  footing  through 
the  roof,  and  in  addition,  in  the  case  of  horizontally  divided  owner- 
ship, the  general  construction  shall  be  of  fireproofed  steel  or  con- 
crete, and  ownership  shall  be  horizontally  separated  by  not  less 
than  four  inches  of  concrete  and  each  ownership  shall  have  access 
to  two  fire  safe  common  exit  stairwells. 

(2)  The  ownership  in  such  dwelling  unit  may  be  subdivided,  sold, 
used,  and  resold  only  when  such  subdivided  ownership  of  a  single 
dwelling  unit  also  includes  a  proportional  undivided  ownership 
interest  in  sufficient  common  land  areas  so  that  the  total  of  all  such 
individual  and  common  interests  in  said  structure  and  its  land 
would  meet  all  of  the  zoning  density  requirements  (such  as  mini- 
mum lot  size,  lot  frontage,  land  area  per  dwelling  unit  and  building 
site  coverage)  as  if  the  structure  and  lot  were  a  single  apartment 
structure  and  lot  under  a  single  ownership. 
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
